DECISION BY THE SUPREME COURT. 


THE opinion of the Supreme Courtin the case of 
Bird L. Fletcher, late captain, U.8. A., retired, de- 
finitely setth s two ——- questions. In the first 

lace it is held that while the action required of the 

resident in regard to the ghrp and sentence 
of Court- martial is judicia!, that action need not be 
evidenced under bis own band. It isto be taken 
for granted that when the endorsement on a Court- 
martial case is made by the Secretary of War in con- 
formity with the 65th of the Rules and Articles of 
War, that the act of the Secretary is the act of the 
President, it is not essential that tue papers should 
show tbat the action is taken “ by direction” of the 
President. The court makesa diatinction between 
this case and the well known Runkle case, as fol- 
lows: 

“[tappeared therein that the proceedings, find- 
ings and sentence of the Court-martial were trana- 
mitted to the Secretary of War, who, on Jan. 16, 
1873, wrote upon the record an order approving the 

roceeding?, with certain exceptions, and the find- 

pgs and sentence, together with the further state- 

ment thatin view of the unanimous recommenda- 
tion by the members of the court that the accused 
should receive executive clemency and other facts, 
the President was pleased to remit all of the sen- 
tence except eo much as directed cashiering ; and 
that, thereupon, the Secretary issued a general or- 
der announcing the sentence, as thus modified. It 
further appeared that thereafter, and on the same 
day, Msjor Runkle presented to President Grant a 
petition insisting that the proceedings had not been 
approved by him as required by Jaw; that the con- 
viction was nupjust; that the record was insufficient 
to warrant the issuing of the order, and asking its 
revocation and annullment; whereupor, in pursu- 
ance of the petition, the record of the offic'al action 
theretofore had ~ar, by direction of the President, 
referred to the Judge Advocate-General for review 
and report; that this report was subsequently 
made, aud with the petition was found by President 
Hayes awaitiog furtber and final action thereon, 
and being taken up by bim as unfinished businrse, 
the conyiction and sen'ence were disapproved, and 
the order of Jauv. 16, 1873, revoked. 

“This court was of opinion that the order was 
capable of division into two separate parts, one re- 
lating to the approval of the proc ings and sen- 
tence, and the other to the executive clemency 
which was invoked and exercised, and that under 
the circumstances, which are recapitulated, it could 
not be said that it positively and distinctly ap- 
peared that the proceedings bai ever in fact been 
approv3d or confirmed by the President as required 
by the articles of war. ; 

“Tne facts that there was DO reference to Article 
6 im the Secretary’s endorsemegi; that the objec-

amined and approved of the proceedings, was taken 
and urged upon, President Grant himself immedi.

ing the contention, seemed to makeit a matter of 
argument whether he had personally acted in the 


premises. 

“If it had been affirmatively stated that the pro- 
ceediags were submitted, perhups toe ac ion of 
President Grantin the matter of the application 
might have been ascribed to some other ground 
than doubt asto his examination of the p - 
ings; but as the record stood, this court epparentty 
thought that the presumptions conflicted, and, 
therefore, felt eonstrained to the conclusion an- 
nounced. 

“We regard the certificate of the Secretary in this 
ease,in 1872,a3 a sufficient authentication of the 
judgment of the President, and perceive no ground 
upon which the order of that date can be treated as 
nulland void for want of the required apocess 

“It is insisted, however, on behalf of the claimant 
thatthe Court-martial had no jurisdiction to try 
and convict Capt. Fletcher. because the charges and 
specifications stated no offence whatever ‘witnia 
par} / Rules and Articles of War.or known to the 
military jaw and custom of the United states.’ We 
do not feel called upon to set forth thespecifivations 
on which the Court-martial acted. They related to 
the incurring by the accused of certain indebted- 
ness and the non-payment thereof, and while it is 
argued that the non-psy ment of debts does not jus- 
tify conviction of conduct unbecoming an officer 
anda gentieman, we think that the specifications 
went farther than that, and contained tne element 
that the circumstances under which the debts were 
contracted aud not paid were such as to render the 
claimant amenable to the charge. Toe evidence is 
not before usin any form, nor are there fiadiags of 
fact in respect to the concuct and behavior forming 
the subject of inquiry. Toe specifications were aot 
objected te for insufficiency, aod cannot properly 
be held to be, on their face, incapable of sustaining 
the charge. As the Court-martial had jurisdiction, 
error, in ite exercise, if any, cannot be reviewed ia 
this proceeding. Dynes v. Hoover, 20 How. 65; 
Keyes v. United States, 109 U. 8. 336; Smith v. Whit- 
ney, 116 UO. 8. 167. 

“Tbe judgment is reversed and the cause remand- 
ed with a direction to dismiss the petition.” 








DEFICIENCY APPRUPRIATIONS.

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THE SITUATION IN HAWAIL 


Tux New York Tribune publishes s interest- 
ing account of the condition of things in Hewaill fa 
a letter dated Honolulu, March 1. Publis sentiment 
upon the subject of annexation is mixed. Property 
owners, most of whom are of American birth or de- 
scent, are the leading annexationists. They repre- 
sent the demand for responsible government, eco- 
nomical expenditure, moral politics and low taxa- 
tion—the four ideas the application of which will 
make the islands prosperous. The Portuguese, who 
are an excellent o of citizens, strongly favor an- 
nexation. |The second generation has been educated 
in schools taught by Americans, and has grown up 
in full sympathy with the aims and institutions of 
the Uni States. The better class of natives are 
also in favor,and they havea strong antipathy to 
the Queen as the representative of a usu on and 
not one of the Lord’s anointed. The half caste Ha- 
waiians are halting between two opinions, but gen- 
erally are content to receive whatever may be in 
store fur them. The common native does not like 
the Americans, possibly because the ruling mission- 
ary class bas abridged his liberty and tabooed his 
ancient customs. This feeling has been artfully cul- 
tivated by the English, who hoped to get some po- 
litical benefit from it when the inevitable change in 
government came. it need not be thought, how- 
ever, that the Kanaka, on account of his prejudices, 
will ever becomea disturbing factor in a new citi- 
zenship here. He is too inert. Years ago 
Browne bit off bis characteristics when he said that 
he had never but once seen a Kanaka doing any- 
thine, and then he was falling off a house. 

But the chief opponent of annexation is the Eng- 
lishman who does not like to be interfered witb in 
his exercise of his divine prerogative of entering 
into and possessing the uttermost parts of the earth. 

The Tribune correspondent states that the present 
position is the result of a long series of diplomatic 
moves on the part of Minister Stevens, which upset 
the plans of the Englishmen. Among the statements 
made by this correspondent are the following :

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue Netherlands Minister of Marine, bas asked 
for large credits from the Parliament, with the 
purpose of reconstituting the Dutch fieet. Tae 
a Committee bas not approyed of all his pro- 
jects. 

DuBING the past week the Navy Rogisters for 1893 
have been distributed to the officers on foreign sia- 
tions and to a few of those on the retired list of the 
Navy. The full number printed will soon be at the 
disposal of the Department. 


THE old 74-gun wooden line of battleship Benbow, 
which has been employed for many years past as a 
floating coal depot in Sheerness Harbor, is te be 
sold out of the Royal Navy. She took part in the 
bombardment of St. Jean d’Acre. 

In ber engine trials the Russian battleship Twelve 
Apostics, in calm water, during six consecutive 
bours, made 15.5 knots. but, afterwards, in rough 
weather, she attained 16.6 knots, with 8,000 horse 
power, her full capacity being 8 500 horse power. 
Tbe coal not being of good quality, it was feared 
damage might be caused by the use of forced 
draught. 

THE British naval estimates just submitted to 
Parliament provide for an increase of 2,600 in the 
pensonnel, making a total of 76,700 men. It is pro- 
posed to build 39 new ships, namely, three battle- 
sbipe, two first class cruisers, two second class 
cruisers, two station gunboats, six 27-knot torpedo- 
boat destroyers and 14 others on similar lines, and 
10 first class torpedo boats. 


DURING some recent dredging operations in Ports- 
mouth Harbor an old sbip’s bell was brought up, 
which on examination is found to bear the inscrip- 
tion “‘ Richard Carew, 1622.’’ It is said that inquiries 
have elivited the fact that Richard Carew fitted out 
@ privateer about that date, and as this bell was 
probably cast for use on board her, it is intended to 
send it to the West Country family who still repre- 
sent the name. 


THE new Cunard steamer Lucania, the second 
of the two new vessels built by the Fuirfield Com- 
pany at Govan for this line, was launched recently 
and christened by the Countess of Eglintoun. Th'‘s 
vessel, und the Campania, launched last Septem- 
ber, will, upon compietion, be placed upon the list 
of mercantile auxiliaries. The Campania will be- 
gin torunin May next. These vesseis are 620 ft. in 
leneth. 65 ft. 3in. beam, and will bave a dispiacement 
of 19,000 tons. The 30,000 horse-power engines are to 
give them a continuous sea speed of 21 knots an 
bour, and it is expected that they will be able to 
crors the Atlantic in five days. 

The London Daily News says: *“ Prince Louis, of 
Battenberg, testifies, from bisown experience asa 
naval officer, to the great difficulty ot communicst- 
ing orders to tbe guosinthe gun positions in our 
modern ships. We have not found any satisfactory 
means of communicating orders from the conning 
tower or where the captain bappens to be. Inthe 
last War @avres he commanded one of the new 20- 
knot cruisers, and even there he found it extremely 
difficult to communicate with the simple armament 
which they bad on board—a 6 inch gun on the fore- 
castle aud one on the poop, with a broadside bat- 
tery, all on the upper deck. If it was diffoult under 
such circumstances, where the guns could all be 
taken in at one glance, what, asks Prince Louie, 
must it be in a battleship in closed turrets? {n 
brief, voice pipes have, according to this authority, 
failed utterly on board ships,’ ”’

Tue Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty in 
their minute relating to the findings of the courte 
martial in the case of the loss of the Howe say: 
* [nexcusable ignorance of the dangerous position 
of the ship must be held to be the cause why no uw 
was wade of the large margin of steam power avail 
able, or of the facilities which twin-screws affon 
for rapid turning, to get the ship back into mid. 
channel course from the position in which she wa 
embayed. They cannot concur in the finding of 
the court which fully acquitted Captain Hasting 
and Comdr. Dickinson of ail blame. On the con- 
trary, they attribute the disaster to unskilful man. 
agement on the part of thosec flicers, to disregard of 
the information afforded by the sailing direction 
with reference to the currents, and to neglect 
on their part to take the necessary bearings by 
which the safety of the ship could easily have bee 
insured. They desire to point out that the view 
expressed by certain witnesses before the court, 
that latitude in keeping station is allowed when 
sbips are in open order, cannot be admitted except 
for the paramount reason of the safety of the ver 
eel. Their Lordships are further of opinion that 
the undoubtedly increased riek caused by taking 
the squadron into Ferrol on a fiood tide was not 
duly considered by the aimiral in command, ani 
that the strength of the tide contributed to render 
the want of skill in pavigating the Howe irremedi- 
able. My Lords take this opportunity of again di- 
recting special attention to the circular letter 6 
April 14, 1892, M., and to the instructions contained 
in the section relating to charts as navigational alt 
in the pamphlet on ‘ Notes on Navigation,’ ed. 189! 
They cannot too strongly enforce upon all officer 
intrusted with charge or command in her Majesty’ 
fleet the necessity of observing the rules and cau- 
tions there given, the neglect ot which bas of la 
deprived the country at least temporarily of tb 
services of several costly and powerful sbips, snd 
they must impress upon them that risks which may 
be necessary in time of war are unjustifiable i 
time in peace.”

BEUCENT DEATHS. 

MenricaL [NspectoR Henry CLAY NELSON, U.S. 
Navy, who died at Concord, N. A, March 10, joined 
the Navy, from Maryland, in May, 1861, and served 
with efficiency during the war, being on duty on the 
Susquehanna of the West Guif Blockading Sq.aad- 
ron trom 1861 to 1863. In 1877 and 1878 he was fiset 
surgeon of the North Pacific Station, attained the 
grade of medical inspector in April, 1879, and was 
retired April 23, 1884. 

BREVET BRIGADIER-GENERAL PETER VALENTINE 
HAGNER, Colonel, U. 8S. Army, retired, Who died at 
Washington, D. C., March Il, in the seventy eighth 
year of his age, had a distiaguished record. He en- 
tered the Military Academy in 1832, was graduated 
in 1836, and promoted to the Ist Artillery. Heseryed 
in the Fiorida War in 1836 and 1837, was transferred 
to the Ordnance Department io 1838, and rendered 
conspicuous servic3in the Mexicaa War. For bis 
gallantry at Cerro Gordo and Chapultepec he re- 
ceived the brevets of captain and major, being 
wounded at the San Cosene Gate. He was promoted 
captain iu the Ordnance Department ian 1851, major 
in 1861, lieutenant-colonel in 1863, and colonel in 
1867. Durivg the war his services ia the Ordnance 
Department were of a high and valuable order, for 
which he received the brevets of colonel and brig- 
adier-general. He was retired, at his own request, 
June 1, 1881. General Hagner had a large circ.e of 
friends and comrades, by whom his death will be 
sincerely regretved.”’ 


CAPLrAIN CHARLES N. W. CUNNINGHAM, Who com-

MR. PROCTOR’S REFORMS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE effect of recent legislation upon the discipline 
and well being of the Army isa matter of such seri- 
ous import that the facetious editorial in the Jour- 
NAL of March 4 seems widely out of place. It ia to be 
regretted that the influence of the leading military 
journal in the country should be thrown in favor of 
u rcheme which, although fathered by one or two 
officers of the Inspector-General’s Office of bigh 
rank, bas not, we venture to say, the support of a 
single troop, battery or company commander in the 
whole Army. 

The cpinions of officers who have been for years 
separated from the enlisted man, and whose views, 
formed from the vantage ground of a comfortable 
office vbair in Wasbington, or New York, are purely 
theoretical—for it would be presumptious even to 
assume that in the hurried annual inspections made 
by the officers of the Inspector-General’s Depart- 
ment apy real kouowledge of the situation can be 
learned—can in no fairness be thrown into the bal- 
ance against that of officers who have spent years, 
often a lifetime, on duty with soldiers, and who 
certainly do understand the enlisted man and the 
needs of the Service, if they are capable of being 
understood by anybody. 

Toe writer, after more than a quarter of a century 
of duty with troops, believes rhat he can form a 
fair estimate of the tendency of the legislation of 
which Mr. Proctor is the sponsor. Nothing but good 
can be said of the innovations introduced since the 
war, looking to the betterment of the enlisted man 
in the matter of food and surroundings—and to Gen. 
Holabird, especially, the enlisted men of the Army 
owe a debt of gratitude. Of the Proctorian meas- 
ures, With the possible exception of the Saturday 
inepection, no words of praise are due. They are be- 
lieved to bave been ill-advised and detrimental to 
discipline and the best interests of the Service. A 
tive year enlistment, with the privilege of going out 
at the end of the third year, would have met all the 
requirements of the case, fora shorter term of en- 
lsiment. The disadvautages of present metnods are 
too well known to need more than a mention. The 
term of service instead of being three years is, in 
reality, from one to two only. At the end of the first 
year the recruit’s reiained, added to one month’s 
pay, is sufficient to buy hia discharge. From this 
time on you have no hold upon the soldier. If he 
does vot take advantage of the situation and go out 
simply because be can Go so, at the first whim of dis- 
content, from unpalatable disciplinary rules, unwel- 
come drills or a change of station, in goes the appli- 
cation for discharge, and unless the man is of bad 
record, back comes the coveted order with a celer- 
ity that looks as though the Adjutant-General’s De- 
partment wasin haste to get rid of the applicant 
justatatime when heis begianing to be of some 
vaiue to the Government. 

A good infantryman cannot be made from the raw 
recruit in less than two years, and to think of 
making a decent cavalryman o: artillerist inside of 
three years is worse than absurd. 

The law relative to enlistment, just passed through 
the ¢ fforts of Mr. Proctor, backed, it is believed, by 
certaia officers of the Loapector General’s Depart- 
ment, is, without exaggeration, the most vicious 
piece of military legislation ever put upon the sta- 
tute books. Col. Hughes bas probably forgotten the 
time when, serving with his company, he had, as 
every company commander has to day, or did have, 
adozen Or More men in the ranks of from ten to 
twenty years’ service, who, from lack of education, 
or from 80Me mental peculiarity, were unfit for 
non-com Wissioned officers, and vet who were thor- 
oughly good soldiers, reliable at all times, and in a 
time of emergency or danger simply invaluable, 
and worth ten times their pumber of the ideal sol- 
diers of the gentleman we have mentioned. They 
are men *“* who can do things; who can be depend- 
ed upon always and to the bitter end. To say thata 
man who bas been ten years in the Army and has not 
reached the non-com. grade is not the man we 
want, is the veriest rot, as Col. Hughes must know 
if he has not forgotten his earlier experiences, aud 
as Mr. Proctor would know if he had ever served as 
a company commander. 

The military equation, reduced to its ultimate 
term, is the private soldier, and unless he be made 
of the right stuff and bas had adeyuate training, no 
amount of intelligence on the part of the non-com- 
missioned, zeal in the commissioned officers, or effi- 
ciency in the staff corps of an army can maintain it 
as that well drilled and reliable body it bas been in 
the post. Made up, as it 1s rapidly getting to be, of 
“wet-nosed boys, full of whims and unreste,” as 
one writer bas well said, it must soon become the 
veriest apology for an arioy of soldiers. Cut off from 
the Soldier:’ Home and the retired list, men will not 
enlist «xcept as a temporary makeshift. The most 
alarming feature of the whole question lies in the 
fact that among cfflicers serving with troopg there is 
a universal feeling of hopelessness and discourage- 
ment. To maintain one’s reputation as a compacy 
commander witb the material and means now at 
band is beyond the power of the most conscientious 
and gifted. An efficient military force can never be 
maintained where the whims of the individual sol- 
dier are placed above the interests of discipline, and 
it may well be questioned if itis desirable to have 
any man in the ranks whocannot before joining the 
colors make up his mind to give at least tnree vears 
to the Service. *s 8

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“K.,” in a Jong letter to the New York Times 
headed “ Faults ia Army Control,” commences by 
saying: ‘“‘ There has been a great deal of somewhat 
intemperate criticism of the last administration of 
the War Department. Its action toward Army ad- 
ministration was characterized by a zealous desire 
for improvement, but its methods were little short 
of revolutionary. An army is a growth of very con- 
servative tendencies, and sudden changes are dan- 
gerous to its normal and healthy advancement. So 
far the criticisms seem well founded, though it is a 
fact that many of the changes made were advocated 
by those who have since become the fiercest critics 
of the last Army administration. The changes or 
reforms, which in themselyes might have been ex- 
cellent, have followed in too rapid succession, and 
have acted to demoralize to a certain extent the 
conservative older portion of the Army and inflate 
the self-importance of the younger and more pro- 








MILITARY GOVERNMENT AND MARTIALLAW. 

THE very ‘mportant subject of “‘ Military Gov- 
ernment and Martial Law" is exhaustively treated 
by William E. Birkhimer, LL.B., First Lieutenant 
and Acjutant, 84 U. 8. Artillery, in an octavo vol- 
ume recently published by James J. Chapman, 
Washington. The copy we have before us bears upon 
it the marks of the fire which recently devastated the 
home of the E/itor of the JournaL and which ac- 
counts for the delay in noticing this and other 
books. The preparation of this treatise was 
prompted by the author’s experiences as Acting 
Judge Advocate, Department of the Columbia in 
1886, when he was called upon to defend the Com- 
manding General from civil suits growing out of 
the proclamation of martial law by the Governor 
of Washington Territory. 

Lieutenant Birkhimer applies the term ‘‘ Mili- 
tary Government ” to Army control of foreign ter- 
ritory, or to territory held to be such under the 
circumstances of war; the term ‘‘Martial Law” bemg 
limited to the temporary control of domestic affairs 
by the swerd. The one is within the domain of inter- 
national law ; the other comes under the cognizance 
of municipal law. The distinction between the two 
has been confused in the minds of English speaking 
people by Wellington’s dictum that ‘‘ martial law is 
nothing more nor less than the will of the com: 
manding general.” This is true only of the con- 
trol exercised over a foreign territory or over do- 
mestic territory occupied by rebels treated as bel- 
ligerents. When the commanding general has an 
immediate or ultimate responsibility to the civil 
courts, this circumstance very essentially alters the 
case. <A failure to distinguish between the two 
cases leads to hopeless confusion. 

Having first clearly pointed out in his introduc- 
tion the distinction here noted, Lieutenant Birk- 
himer proceeds in Part I. of his work to consider 
the subject of ‘‘ Military Government;” following 
this with Part II., in which Martial Law 1s consid- 
ered. It is this last section which is most import- 
ant to officers of our Army under prese nt condition, 
and the rules governing the application of martial 
Jaw, as it is here defined and limited, are much less 
clearly understood than those determined by the 
broader principles of what is characterized as mili- 
tary government. Lieutenant Birkhimer seeks to 
apply the principles of law, as they are presented in 
the decision of our courts, to the circumstances of 
an officer who is called upon to support the local 
authorities during sowe temporary suspension of 
municipal control. His work is the result of a prac- 
tical experience of the need of such a treatise and 
it will be found of service by our Army officers on 
active duty, and by officers of the National Gaard, 
each one of whom is liable to be called upon at 
some time to justify before civil courts for his ap- 
plication of military measures to a civil community. 
As Lieutenant Birkhimer says: ‘‘ The posse comi- 
tatus has signally failed. It is an old and honored 
justitution, sanctified in the Anglo-Saxon system of 
jurisprudence. But events are fast accumulating 
which furnish ground for the belief that it is not 
suited to the present conditions of society.” Officers 
are increasingly liable to be called upon to repeat 
recent experiences in Tennessee, in the Ocourd’Alene 
region. at Homestead and Buffalo. They should, 
therefore, by all means possess themselves of the 
aid to a proper administration of their duties 
which is furnished by this timely publieation, of 
interest and importance alike to the military officers 
representing National and State authority. 








THE ARMY REGISTER FOR 1893. 


Tue table below is taken from the new Register, 
and reveals some interesting facts. Total number 
of officers on ective list 2,168; retired list, 607. 
Several recorded as from the ‘‘Army” had only 
nominal service in the ranks, while several from 
civil life and the Military Academy had previous 
service as evlisted men. Thefe are forty-eight who 
were at the Military Academy and failed to gradu- 
ate. All but seventy-five of the retired list saw 
service during the war, and there are still twenty- 
four Ist lieutenants on the active list, with war ser- 
vice. Michael Moore, 2d lieutenant, retired, is the 
only remaining veteran of the War of 1812. Lieut- 
Ool. Geo. B. Dandy, Q. M. D., is the only Mexican 
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gven of them on the retired list. There are one 
pundred and eighty-four entitled to be called 
“General.” Of these, three are Major Generals, 
and sixteen are Brigadier Generals on the active 
jist, and three are Major Generals and thirty-two 
prigadier Generals retired; the remainder are 
gither general officers of volunteers, or they have 
prevets of some class or other of general officer. For 
the first time the name of a graduate of the Mili- 
tary Academy appears in thelist of medical officers. 
Oompared with previous years, the number from 
the Military Academy is steadily increasing; those 
from the Army are nearly holding their place, 
while those from civil life, or the volunteers, are 
rapidly diminishing, or passing from the active to 
the retired list. The graduates now furnish nearly 
one-half of our Army officers, though they are still 
outnumbered by the appointees from civil life and 
fromthe Army. Immediately after the war the 
proportion of graduates was less than thirty per 
cent. of the whole. 
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So FAR as we can learn, the number of enlisted 
hen of all grades, in the several Military Depart- 
tents, who are applying to be examined for com- 
lissions, is not so great as was anticipated. The 
taudard of qualifications, although not too high, is 
ill quite high enough to require considerable men- 
lal and physical ability. 











THe appointment of ex-Congressman William 
cAdoo, of New Jersey, as Assistant Secretary of 
le Navy, is one of the best that could possibly 
ave been made.

lt first important orders affecting the personnel 
the Navy, issued by the new adainistration 
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were those promulgated this week relieving Rear 
Admiral D. B. Harmony from the eommand of the 
Asiatic Station and detailing Rear Admiral John 
Irwin, at present in command of the Mare Island 
Navy Yard, to succeed him. The change will take 
effect on June 7 next, Rear Admiral Irwin leaving 
San Francisco about the middle of May. It is ex- 
pected that Commodore George Brown will relieve 
Rear Admiral Irwin in command of the Mare Isl- 
and Yard. The change in the command of the 
Asiatic Station was prompted by the application of 
Rear Admiral Harmony to be retired in Janv next, 
under the forty year service law. This application 
was something of a surprise to the Navy Depart- 
ment, as it was not expected that he would retire 
until he reached the age limit, in September, 1894. 
In fact it was stated in the JouRNAL some weeks 
ago, on the authority of Rear Admiral Harmony 
himself, that he did not intend to retire until he 
reached sixty-two years of age. Probably ill 
health has caused him to change his mind. 








AN Army officer on college duty says of our in- 
terpretation of the new infantry Drill Regula- 
tions: “I had cut out the publications in your 
paper from time to time and pasted them in a scrap 
book for convement reference of my student 
cadets; but you now have them arranged much 
more conveniently for each individual at but a 
trifling more cost for a copy of the tactics.” 








THE new regulations governing purchase of dis- 
charge from the Army (G. OU. 17, of March 2, 1893) is 
a step in the right direction, although not quite so 
far as many regimental and company commanders 
would like to see. There appears to be a decided 
objection to the application of retaimed pay, de- 
tained pay and money saved out of the olothing al- 
lowance towards the requiring purchase money. 
The Government in providing for these detentions 
had in view, it is claimed, that a soldier should not, 
at the expiration of his term of service be thrust 
into civil life without a penny in his pocket. Un- 
der the present system a man wishing to get out by 
purchase mortgages his entire enforced savings and 
commences civil life anew without a penny in his 
pocket and a bleak prospect very often of getting 
adequate employment. Still,a liberal application 
of the doctrine “entirely in the discretion of the 
President”’ may serve to act as a foil to the * valid 
reasons” which a reasonable ingenuity will not 
fail to present. Already a correspondent asks us: 
“Is a desire to quit soldiering a ‘ valid reason’ with- 
in the meaning of the new regulation?” 








Iw further reference to the Corean Army, the cor- 
respondent whom we quoted recently writes: 
“ Officers of and above the grade of captain are ap- 
pointed from the class of nobles by the King. They 
are the figureheads of the organization, having no 
knowledge of the drill or of military science, and do 
not attempt to command their companies. They 
sometimes attend a parade, but their most arduous 
duty seems to consist of drawing the very fat sal- 
aries to which their commissions entitle them. The 
ignorance of the senior officers does not extend to 
the subalterns, who have risen from the ranks, and 
who have charge of the drills under the direction of 
Colonel Nieustead, an American who was at one 
time an appointed petty officer in the U. 8. Navy. 
He was in our consular service in Japan when his 
present position was offered to him and accepted. 
He has done wonders in the way of creating a 
Corean Army, and his efforts are appreciated by 
the King and by the soldiers. The King has decor- 
ated him repeatedly.” 








Tur New York Sun quotes an Army officer, one 
of a group discussing needed reforms in the Army 
around a bedroom table in the Grand Hotel, as 
saying: “I would remodel the staff of the Army 
and I would recreate it out of the working force by 
appointment for merit, and not by preferment on 
account of family connections, skill at wire pull- 
ing, or anything but plain merit. The artillery or- 
ganization is absurd at present and wants remodel- 
ling. Itis the arm that needs to be increased and 
then kept in practice, because a skilled artillery 
force cannot be recruited out of the offices and 
farms of our land and set at work on a mere call 
from a I'resident for one hundred thousand men. 
An artillery school—and perhaps a school for artil- 
lery and cavalry combined—should be established 
out West. The draining of the best brain of the Ser- 
viee into the Engineer Corps should be stopped or 
mederated, and that vorps, which has so few poor 
men now, should have none, for its members ought 
to be obliged to spend some time in practical work 
with the body of the Army. They would then be 
not merely the brainiest, but the most practical 





and useful men we would have,” .

Tue State Department bas apparently overlooked 
the act authorizing the presentations of the medals 
tendered by the Swedish Government to the offi- 
cers and men of the Baltimore, as a compliment to 
this country for sending the remains of John Erics- 
son to bis nativeland. The medals are on board 
the Baltimore, where they have been ever since 
they were presented. When the act was passed au- 
thorizing their acceptance the State Department 
was unable to carry out its provisions because the 
medals were not in their possession, and it was de- 
cided to postpone action until the Baltimorearrived 
on this coast. The vessel has been here for over a 
fortnight, and nosteps have yet been taken to place 
the medalsin the hands of the State Department 
for distribution. A statue to Ericsson is to be dedi- 
cated in New York at the time of the Naval Parade. 
[t is a life-siz9 figure in bronze, by Jobn Scott Hart- 
ley, the sculptor, aud ia to be placed at the foot of 
Broadway on Bowling Green. This is, we believe, 
the firat statue ever erected in the city of New York 
at the public expense. All others have beeu paid 
for by private subscriptions. 








Accorptxe toa statement which appearsin the 
daily papers, Capt. P. Stanley, of Silverton, Col., 
and a party of prospectors, while prospecting in 
what is known as Devil's Guleb, in the old Spanish 
Copper Canon, Mexico, last week, found the skele- 
tons of a company of soldiers that bad been mirsing 
from Fort Marcy eince the Apache raid on Espa- 
nols, Sept. 9, 1879. lt was supposed they had been 
massacred by the Indians, as not one of the forty- 
three ever returned, but it seems they all must have 
drunk from the poisonous Verdigris Spring, where 
their skeletons bave lain for the last thirteen years. 
Forty-three skeletons, some of them still incased in 
uniform; tbree piles of guns, stacked as they had 
left them; a lot of ammunition, and the skeletons of 
forty-five borses were found. This is a very inter- 
esting story, but as a matter of fact the records of 
the War Department fail to show any casualties of 
the character herein described. Co. H, 15th Iofan- 
try, was stationed at Fort Maroy in September, 
1879. The captain of the company, John W. Bean, 
is now on the retired list. The 1st lieutenant, Cyrus 
M. De Lany, died Feb. 27, 1888, and the 24 lieuten- 
aut, 8. 8. Pague, is now ist lieutenant of the com- 


pany.

Gen. Fry says: ‘lt may be main- 
tained in debate that persons cannot properly be 
legislated into office, lineal or brevet, and thatif 
either lineal or brevet offices of the defunct volun- 
teer estab) ishment are to ve reyived, it must be done 
by the law making power, and if, afterwards, they 
are to be filled that must be done by the appointing 
power. [t may be maintained also that no officer 
who was in both the regular establishment and vol- 
unteer establishment, and who was brevetted in the 
latter, and no officer who belonged to the latter 
Service only, and who was brevetted therein and 
subsequently apvointed to the regular establish- 
ment, could carry intoit an officer, lineal or brevet, 
which be bad held 1n the voluaoteer establishment.”’

PREPARATIONS are already being made in many 
parts of the country for the proper observance of 
the next anniversary of the birthday of General 
U.S. Grant, April 27. 





One of the questions requiring early attention 
by the Secretary of War and Commanding Gen- 
eral is the selection of troops for the World’s 
Fair. It has been found necessary to abandon 
the idea of having a joint camp representing 
all threearms of the Service.

Tue United Service Gazette calls attention to the 
fact that it is a subject of remark that India is more 
and more taking the lead as the real school of the 
British Army. in India was started the organiza. 
tion, drill, and training of the British cavalry now 
being adopted at home, and it is not much doubted 
that the musketry system of the Indian Native 
Army will shortly be taken up in the British Army, 
certainly in India, and that it will probably event- 
ually be extended to the home service.

CoLone. D. 8S. GorRDON, 6tb Cavalry, is quoted as 
being in opposition to the plan to send United States 
troops to Chicago.

THe creation of an associate Professorship o; 
Mathematics at the Military Academy has been fol- 
lowed by the President's nomination of Lieut. 
Wright P. Edgerton, 21 Art., assistant professor in 
the Department of Mathematice, for the new posi- 
tion. Lieut. Edgerton, is a native of Ohio, and 
was graduated from the Military Academy, July |, 
1870. On March 25, 1881, he was promoted to a Ist 
lieutenancy, and Aug. 28, 1882, he was ordered to 
duty at the Military Academy, remaining there 
until Aug. 29, 1887. January 28, 1889, Lieut. Edger- 
ton entered upon his second tour of duty as Assist- 
ant Professor of Mathematics. The familiarity 
which almost nine years of service in the depart- 
ment have given this officer renders him especially 
fitted for the position of associate professor, while 
ocially the appointment finds universal favor.

A NAVAL OFFICER'S EXPENSES. 


Tue New York Herald sayr, what every one fam- 
iliar with our Navy knows to be true, namely 
that “ cfficers of the United States Navy are called 
upon to pay very heavy expenses out of very small 
salarier. Whether at home or abroad they are ex- 
pected, or rather, under the unwritten law. com- 
pelled, to entertain ont of all proportion to the 
amvunt they receive from the Government. They 
must entertain as elaborately as do the officers on 
European ships, who receive special allowances for 
the purpose. If a commanding officer failed to en - 
tertain liberally in all probability he would be re- 
lieved of bis command and revlaced by some officer 
who would dispense hospitality with an open hand. 
To the credit of the officers be it said they generally 
respond to the demands, and thereis no less enter- 
taining aboard American men-of-war than aboard 
ships of governments that supply special funds. It 
is very hard on those who have to pay the piper, 
bowever. Officers must accept invitations they re 
ceive as their country's representatives while they 
are in foreign ports. They are obliged to return 
euch entertainments, and they often do so at great 
personal sacrifice.” 

A long account of a naval officer’s beavy expenses 
for clothing aod other necessaries follows, and we 
are truthfully told: “Officers’ wives and daughters, 
consequen! ly, have to exert every imaginable econ- 
omy to appear as well as they do. Some have private 
incomes, but these are the ‘ favored few.’ It is often 
said that young cfficers should not marry unless 
they marry money, but to their honor be it said 
they marry for love almost to a manif they take 
wives at all. The warm heart of a sailor is prover- 
bial, and officers are sailors as well. The many 
happy marriages in the Navy atteat the fact that 
they make good husbands in spite of their smal! in- 
comes. The life of an officer's wife is one of many 
privations, for which, however, there are, bappily, 
many compensations, especially if she bas the cour- 
age to follow her busband from portto port, and by 
so doing break the long separations which are the 
heaviest of all burdens. In this, the lesser of two 
evile, there are many triais and disappointments, 
as well as privations and possible hardships.” 

We are elad to see the Herald calling attention to 
the neceseitv which undouptedly exists for provid- 
ing naval officers with table money.

A new nickel steel, the secret of the manufacture 
of which has, it is said, been secured by Herr Krupp, 
ot Fesen, bas been experimented with at Meppen. 
Two 34 iv. shelle, each containing 6 oz. of vicriv 
acid, were placed, one in a gun of ordinary Krupo 
steel, and the other in a gun of the pew bickel steel, 
at a distance of 12in. from the muzzle. Coon the 
shells being exploded, the muzzle of the gun of or- 
dinary steet was blown into a oumber of pieces, but 
the only effect produced upon the nickel steel gun 
was a local enlargement of the bore to the extent of 
Yio. Inthe next experiment a 3.7 In. ebell, con- 
tuining 6.3 oz. of picric acid, was ourstin a vickel 
steel gun at « print 19.5 in. from the bottom of the 
bore. The results were an enlargement to the ex- 
tent of 1-3 in. and a fissure 3in. in length. Trialeof 
plates of thie nickel steel have also been made and 
_have given satisfaction.
